Introduction

Allah has blessed this Ummah with the guidance of the Messenger of Allah 
ij!, and from the greatest of these blessings of guidance, is the ease of worship, 
coupled with the great reward for fulfilling that worship. 

The Messenger of Allah §§ mentioned, in many ahadlth, actions and sayings, 
which, if performed grant us great and well-known results. This is to encour- 
age good actions and sayings. 

This collection of ahadlth, contain some of the valuable pearls of sayings, 
from the Messenger of Allah |f§. They yield immense rewards, in return for 
easy and effortless actions, for those whom Allah has made them easy. 

I have chosen these ahadlth from the book Sahih al-Kalimah al-Tayyib by 
Shaykh MuhammadNasir al-Dln al- Alban! (may Allah have mercy upon him). 
This book consists of authentic ahadlth from the book of Shaykh al-Islam Ibn 
Taymlyyah (may Allah have mercy upon him), called al-Kalimah al-Tayyib. 
All of the ahadlth mentioned in this pamphlet are graded authentic from the 
research of Shaykh al- Alban! (may Allah have mercy upon him). 

This pamphlet has only been limited to the texts of the hadlth, since not more 
than the text is required. I have named this collection Hawz al-Jawa’iz * 1 (Gain- 
ing Rewards). Because these chosen ahadlth, which yield great rewards or 
great known results which the Prophet §f§ informed us of. 


typesetter’s note: The original text was ‘Hawiz ‘ala Jawa’iz’. This seemed incorrect and 

I could not find the original Arabic document to transliterate from. The correction is what I 
believe to be the intended transliteration, but Allah knows best. 
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It would be of great benefit, if someone by Allah’s permission could carry 
out research similar to this. Delving into the books of ahadlth to bring forth 
knowledge, guidance, and good works to the people. 



Chapter 2 

Ahadlth 


Hadith i 

The Messenger of Allah |§J said: 

Whoever says:

him, and a hundred bad deeds are erased, and it is a protection 
for him against Shaytan during that day until the evening, and 
no one comes with a better deed than him except for the man 
who does more actions than him. 
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Hadlth 2 

The Messenger of Allah |§§ said: 

Whoever says : 

«Far is Allah from imperfection and praise is for Him.» 

one hundred (100) times in one day, then his mistakes/sins are 
canceled out, even if they are like the foam of the ocean. 

Hadlth 3 

The Messenger of Allah |§§ said: 

There are two words which are gentle on the tongue, heavy on 
the scales, and beloved to al-Rahman: 

«Far is Allah from imperfection and praise is for Him, Far is Al- 
lah The Sublime from imperfection. » 

Hadlth 4 

The Messenger of Allah §§*; said: 

Indeed that I say:

«Far is Allah from imperfection, and praise be to Allah, and 
there is none worthy of worship in truth except Allah, and Allah

The Messenger of Allah gjfp said: “Is one of you so weak that he cannot acquire 
a thousand good deeds everyday?” So a questioner from amongst those sitting 
there, asked him: “How can anyone of us gain a thousand rewards?” He $ 
said:

a hundred times (ioo), so a thousand good deeds are written 
for him or a thousand sins are canceled out for him. 


Hadlth 6 

The Messenger of Allah £§5 said: “Shall I not inform you of a statement, which 
is a treasure from the treasures of Paradise?” I said: “Yes, O Messenger of 
Allah, may my father and mother be sacrificed for you!” He i§ said:

Hadlth 7 

The Messenger of Allah §§§ said: 

Whosoever reaches the morning and reaches the evening and he 
says:

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one hundred times (ioo), then no one brings anything better than him 
on the day of judgment, than what he has brought. Except the one who says 
what he has said, or has said more than him. 


Hadlth 8 


On the authority of Mu’aadh bin ‘Abdillah ibn Khubayb on the authority of 
his father who said we went out on a very dark and rainy night searching for 
the Messenger of Allah ; f§ so that he could pray for us, then I found him and 
he IfJ said: Recite. So I did not say anything, then he said: Recite. So I did 
not say anything, and he said: Recite, so I said: what should I recite? He said: 
recite, 





‘Say that Allah is One.’ And the last two surahs (al-Mu‘awwidhatan) 
in the evening and the morning, three times ( 3 ) for it will suf- 
fice you for everything. 


Hadlth 9 


The Messenger of Allah §f| said: Indeed the major supplication for forgive- 
ness is to say,

Hadith io 

The Messenger of Allah |p said: There is not one from amongst the wor- 
shipers, that if he says, in the morning of everyday and the evening of every 
night: 



«In the name of Allah with whose name nothing is harmed what 
so ever, on this earth nor in the heavens, and He is the All Hear- 
ing and All Knowing. » 

Hadith ii 

On the authority of Abu Hurayrah may Allah be pleased with him, some one 
came to him to take from the charity — which the Prophet Ip had placed Abu 
Hurayrah to look after, and this person came night after night, so on the third 
night Abu Hurayrah said to him: I will take you to the Messenger of Allah. 
So he said, “Why don’t you leave me and I will teach you some words that 
Allah will benefit you by?” - and Abu Hurayrah was of those who were very 
attentive regarding good deeds — so that the person said to him: “When you 
go to bed, read Ayah al-Kurs! 1 .

«Allah - there is no deity except Him, the Ever-Living, the Sus- 
tainer of [all] existence. Neither drowsiness overtakes Him nor 
sleep. To Him belongs whatever is in the heavens and whatever 
is on the earth. Who is it that can intercede with Him except 
by His permission? He knows what is [presently] before them 
and what will be after them, and they encompass not a thing of 
His knowledge except for what He wills. His Kursi extends over 
the heavens and the earth, and their preservation tires Him not. 
And He is the Most High, the Most Great. »

he is a liar [i.e., that was Shaytan].”

The Messenger of Allah i§ said: 

Who ever recites the last two ayat from Surah al-Baqarah at night, 
those two verses will be sufficient for him. 
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Hadlth 13 

The Messenger of Allah |j§ : Shall I not show what will be better for you than 
a servant? If you lie down on your bed, then say jlAdi- thirty three 

(33) times, and say aU thirty three (33) times, and say ' a 3 M 

thirty four (34) times. 

Hadith 14 

The Messenger of Allah |j§ said: Whoever wakes up at night, and says :

«0 Allah forgive me», or he supplicates and his supplication 
is answered, and if he makes wudu and prays, his prayer is ac- 
cepted. 
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Who ever goes to bed with purification... there is not an hour 
of the night that he asks Allah for something of good from this 
world and the hereafter, except that Allah grants him that which 
he asked for. 

Hadlth 16 

Abu Salma said that he heard Abu Qatada say that he heard the Messenger of 

Allah say: 

A good dream is from Allah and a bad dream is from Shaytan, 
so if anyone sees something in his dream which he dislikes, then 
he should spit on his left side three (3) times when he awakens, 
and he should seek refuge with Allah from its evil, then it will 
not harm him if Allah so wills. 

Hadlth 17 

The Messenger of Allah |js said: 

A good dream is from Allah, so if any one of you sees something 
in his dream that he likes, then he should not relate it to any- 
one except the one whom he loves, and if he sees that which he 
dislikes, then he should not relate it to anyone, rather he should 
spit on his left side three (3) times, and he should seek refuge 
with Allah from the evil of the accursed Shaytan, and the evil of 
what he saw, then it will not harm him. 
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Hadlth 18 

The Messenger of Allah |§i said: 

Our Lord -tabarak wa ta'ala descends every night to the lowest 
heavens, when there remains the last third part of the night, and 
He says whoever supplicates to me so that I may answer his sup- 
plication, whoever asks of me so that I may grant him what he 
asks for, whoever seeks my forgiveness so that I may forgive him. 

Hadlth 19 

The Messenger of Allah §f| said: 

Indeed there is an hour from the night, which if a Muslim asks 
Allah in that time from the good of the affairs of this world and 
the hereafter, then Allah gives him of it, and that is in every night. 

Hadlth 20 

On the authority of Abu Hurayrah that the Messenger of Allah if§ said: 
Whoever says, as he leaves from his house: 

.ill "if I ojiSfj Sj caSjI dil 

« In the name of Allah, I have placed my trust in Allah, and there 
is no capability nor is there any power except with Allah. » 

then it is said to him: indeed you have been saved, you have been 
protected, you have been guided, and Shaytan has been kept 
away from him, so another Shaytan says: ‘How can you affect 
a man who has indeed been guided, saved, and protected?’ 
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Hadlth 21 

The Messenger of Allah |§3 said: 

If a man enters his home, and he remembers Allah when he en- 
ters and when he eats his food, the Shaytan says: ‘There is no 
place for you to spend the night nor is there any dinner’, and if 
he does not remember Allah when he enters his house then the 
Shaytan says: ‘You have found a place to spend the night’, and if 
he does not remember Allah while he is eating his food, then he 
says, ‘You have found food to eat.’ 

Hadlth 22 

The Messenger of Allah §§ said: 

O my son if you enter your home then say Salams, it will be a 
blessing for you and your family. 

Hadlth 23 

When the Messenger of Allah |§J would enter the Masjid he would say: 

«I seek refuge with Allah The Supreme and with His Noble 
Face, and His eternal authority from the accursed Shaytan. » 

then he said: 

if he says this supplication, then the Shaytan says, ‘This person 
has been protected from me for the rest of the day.’ 
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Hadlth 24 

The Messenger of Allah §§| said: 

If the people knew what was there (in benefit for them) in the 
call to prayer and praying in the front row, and they could not 
get to it except by drawing lots, then they would draw lots. 

Hadlth 25 

The Messenger of Allah said: 

There is none from the jinn, mankind and anything else that 
hears the reach of the Mu’adhin’s (the caller to prayer) voice ex- 
cept that they will testify for him on the Day of Resurrection. 

Hadlth 26 

The Messenger of Allah §§3 said: 

If you hear the Mu’adhin, then repeat what he says, then send 
prayers upon me, since indeed the one who sends prayers upon 
me once, Allah sends ten prayers upon him, then ask Allah for 
me to be an intercessor since it is a high station in Paradise which 
is not befitting except for a servant from the servants of Allah 
and I hope that I am the one, so whoever asks intercession for 
me then intercession will take place for him. 
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Hadlth 27 

The Messenger of Allah |§§ said: 

Whoever says, when he hears the call to prayer:

«0 Allah Lord of this perfect call to prayer and Owner of this 
prayer to be performed, bestow upon Muhammad a station in 
Paradise and a rank above the rest of creation and give him the 
honorable station which you have promised him», then my in- 
tercession occurs for him on the day of Judgment. 

Hadlth 28 

A man said: “O Messenger of Allah, indeed the callers to the prayer are more 
favored than we are.” So the Messenger of Allah 0 said: “Repeat what they 
say, and when you finish ask, and you will be given.” 

Hadlth 29 

The Messenger of Allah 2§§ said: 

A supplication which is made between the Adhan and the Iqamah 
is not rejected. 

Hadlth 30 

The Messenger of Allah said: 

two ( 2 ) things which are not rejected, or rarely rejected. A sup- 
plication made at the time of the call to prayer, and at the time 
when the battle becomes severe. 
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Hadlth 31 

The Prophet |f§ said: 

Shall I not teach you something, which the people who pro- 
ceeded you attained, and those who come after you will precede 
with this, and there will be no-one better than you except the 
one who does what you do? 

They said “Of course, O Messenger of Allah Sff.” So he said,

Hadlth 32 


The Messenger of Allah S§§ said:

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The Messenger of Allah S§j said: 
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There are two characteristics or two qualities that if a Muslim 
slave of Allah is continuous upon, will enter Paradise, they are 

6 J, , . .

tongue and 1000 on the scales. 


Hadlth 34 

The Messenger of Allah ,|§ used to teach us al-Istikharah for all matters, just 
like he used to teach us a surah from the Qur’an, he would say: 

If any of you intends to undertake a matter then he should pray 
two rakats other than an obligatory prayer, then he should say:

TJthman ibn al-Aas came to the Messenger of Allah §f| and said: “O Messen- 
ger of Allah, indeed the Shaytan comes between me and my prayer, and my 
recitation becomes confusing.” The Messenger of Allah 0 said: 
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This is a shaytan called Khunsab, so if you sense his presence 
then seek refuge in Allah from him and spit on your left hand 
side three ( 3 ) times. 

TJthman said: “I did that and Allah kept him away from me.” 


Hadlth 38 

The Messenger of Allah §§3 said: 


There is no one from among Allah’s servants, who is afflicted 
with an affliction except that he says: 





cdndeed we belong to Allah and indeed to Him is our return 
- O Allah recompense me for my affliction and replace it with 
something better than that.» 

except that Allah compensates him in what he has been afflicted 
with, and gives him that which is better than the previous thing. 


Hadlth 39 

Aliyyu, may Allah be pleased with him said, “Shall I not teach you words that 
the Messenger of Allah |§ taught me that even if you have an equivalent of a 
mountain of debt upon you that Allah will pay it off on you behalf? Say: 

My* 

«0 Allah make what You have made lawful sufficient for me, 
as opposed to what You have made unlawful, and spare me by 
Your grace, of need of others. »”

«I seek refuge in the perfect words of Allah from the evil of what 
He has created. » 

nothing will harm him until he leaves from that place. 

Hadith 43 

The Messenger of Allah §§§ said: 

Whoever eats some food and then says, 

« All praise be to Allah Who fed me this food and provided it 
for me without any ability from myself nor any strength from 
myself. » 

except that his previous sins are forgiven. 

Hadlth 44 

The Messenger of Allah |§§ said: 

You will not enter Paradise until you believe, and you will not 
believe until you love one another, shall I not show you some- 
thing that by doing it, will cause you to love one another? Spread 
Salams between yourselves. 
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Hadith 45 

‘Imran bin Hussain said that a man came to the Messenger of Allah |§3 and 
said, “Peace be on you”, the Messenger of Allah |§| said: ten. Then another 
man came and said, “Peace be on you and the Mercy of Allah”, the Messenger 
of Allah ,|j§ said: twenty. Then another man came and said: “Peace be on 
you and the Mercy of Allah and His blessings”, the Messenger of Allah §§:* 
said: THIRTY. 


Hadith 46 

The Messenger of Allah said: 

If one of you wants to have relations with his wife and says:

Hadith 48 

Sulayman bin Suradin said: “I was sitting with the Prophet |§J and two men 
were cursing, and one of them, his face became red, and he became furious. 
The Messenger of Allah |§§ said: 

Indeed I know a statement if he says it then his anger will go 
away, if he says,

then his anger will go away.” 

Hadith 49 

The Messenger of Allah §§| said:

then that trial will not afflict him.
